STRIKE BAD SNAG IN_ BADLY- 
MUDDLED CONGRESS.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The 
President's part of the legislative 
programme is badly muddied in Con- 
gress. With the day of adjournment 
just six weeks off, no real progress 
has been made toward enacting the 
measures supplemental to the Ad- 
amson law. There is confusion in the 
Senate Commilttee on Interstate 
Commerce, where the first step to 
carry out the President's recom- 
mendation is expected. Senator New- 
lands has reld hearings, but he is 
far from an agreement with 
other members of the committee on 
a bill that will meet the demands of 
the situation. 

Representative Adamson, author 
of the eight-hour act, in order to get 
the House in line for quick action on 
the railroad legisiation if it is urged 
further dy the President, has intro- 
duced a bill which is being con- 
sidered in the House Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce. 
A lack of harmony among Demo- 
crats in Congress on the proposed 
railroads laws has retarded the prog- 
ress of the Newlands bill, Union la- 
bor forces are lobbying against the 
proposition for arbitration that will 
stop a lock-out or a strike for a cer- 
tain period of time until the govern- 
men can make an investigation. 

Members of Congress have mani- 
fested but little interest in the rail- 
road proposition.{ Senator Newlands 
has not sueceeded in getting a quo- 
rum of his committee together to 
consider his bills. 

Democratic members of the Sen- 
committee admit the 
for definite or satisfactory action of 
any sort is very gloomy. 

There is talk of a compromise 
measure to enlarge the powers of 
the Federal Board of Mediation and 
'Conciliation, so as to enable it to 
initiate an investigation of any la- 
bor dispute threatening a strike 
without having to wait until asked 
to take a hand. 

The President is not pleased with 
the outlook for the bill that would 
protect the public in labor disputes 
and empower him to take over the 
railroads in case of military neces- 
sity. He may take personal charge 
of the programme and call on party 
leaders to press it forward if the 
situation does not improve this 
week. 

In this contest the President is 
opposed by trained lobbyists of the 
American Federation of Labor, who 
spend most of their time in the Cap- 
itol keeping their “friends” in line. 

The proposed amendment to the 
corrupt practices act, which was 
also recommended by the President, 
is in a bad way. The Republican 
leaders of the Senate are fighting it 
with impossible propositions. 

It was predicted by leaders of 
Congress today that the net result of 
the effort here this session will be 
the passage of sixteen appropriation 
bills and a revenue measure to take 
care of the deficit that is expected in 
the treasury at the end of the fis- 
cal year 1918.

The first day she went 
around to the White House, she 
whipped off her fur coat and her 
Saiters for a girl who was not 
warmly clad. Since then she has 
deen round with sweaters, hot 
bricks and dear knows what all. 
Last night the Congressman asked 
for his arctics. Indeed, he had 
looked the house over before he put 


the question as to where they 
could he. 
“Oh,” hastened Mrs. Kent to tell 


him enthusiastically, “I took those 
over to the Silent Sentinels this 
morning. They are doing such won- 
derful work and it was so cold.” 

“My dear,” answered the Congress- 
man, half rising from the position 
in which he was looking under the 
sofa, “I want to ask you please to 
leave me and not take to the Silent 
Sentinels my leather hunting coat, 
my fur-lined gloves, or the woolen 
stockings which my mother knitted 
or me.“ 

The Congressman was jesting; he 
as well as Mrs. Kent is on the most 
sympathetic terms with the Silent 
Sentinels. But the incident has a 
tearing on the situation in hand. 
It is typical of the extent to which 
the activity enters into many a 
household beside the Kents’ today. 
Everybody in Washington is talking

idad, Says American Consul. 
California Fruits Find 

bu Favor. 


Hon. Andrew J. McConnico, who 
has been American Consul to Trini- 
dad for the past three years, and 
who is now visiting his family at the 
home of his brother, Dr. C. W. Mc- 
Connico, in San Bernardino, was in 
Los Angeles yesterday. 
Regarding Trinidad’s trade, he 
said: “Trinidad is now exporting 
more than 300,000 tons of asphalt, 
and 80 per cent. of this comes to 
the United States. Its exportation of 
cocoa is also constantly increasing 
and fully 75 per cent. of this comes 
to America, The exportation of 
sugar in a raw state reaches 60. 
000 tons. Most of this goes to Can- 
a and Great Britain. 

There has been fully a 25 per 
cent. increase in trade with the 
United States since the war began. 
This is especially in clothing, woolen 
goods and shoes. For some time 
past canned goods from the United 
States have been meeting with much 
favor, and have been replacing those 
from other countries, and recently 
there have been considerable im- 
portations of California canned and 
dried fruits.”

Last evening Miss Isabel Holbrook 
addressed the Los Angeles Lodge of 
the Theosophical Society at their 
headquarters in Blanchard Build- 
ing on the subject of The Deluge 
and Today.”

Dr. Charles Edward Locke opened 
the monthly question drawer at the 
First Methodist Episcopel Church 
last evening, and among other in- 
teresting auswers to questions, in te- 
ply to the query: “Can we expect 
war to cease in the world so long 
as sects and denominations continue 
to combat each other?“ he said, in 
part: 

“It should give us pain and hu- 
mility when we think that there Ir 
still a warlike attitude and mucii 
crimination and recrimination be- 
tween the various sects of Christian- 
ity; and even our own Methodist 
Church was separated into two great 
divisions by misunderstandings or 
the question of slavery; and up to 
this time the breach has not been 
closed. 

“It is a humiliating spectacle to 
behold the Christian churches in in- 
imical and even “bitter attitudes 
toward each other. There is a 
powerful Protestant church which 
refuses to receive at its holy com- 
munion all members of other Chris- 
tian churches and who have not 
conformed to a certain mode of bap- 
tiem; and it is not long since a smali- 
er body of Christians called all oth- 
er church people, who did not be- 
lieve that immersion was the only 
scriptural mode of baptism, baptised 
iniidels. 

“I make bold to say that war may 
be expected among nations until the 
Church of Christ ceases its belliger- 
ency. It might be very well for 
priests and preachers, and popes and 
prelates, and general conferences 
and synods and holy sees to cease 
for a time all efforts to get the war- 
ring nations together, and pray for 
the peace of Jerusalem.“

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UNITED BRETHREN OBSERVE 
POUNDERS’ DAY. 


Pastor of Local Congregation’ 
Tells of the Early History of 
Otterbein Movement and Great 
Results that Have Followed in 
Establishing this Denomination. 


The First United Brethren Church 
yesterday observed Founders’ Day, 
and Dr. John Albert Eby, in a ser- 
mon on the subject, Born in a 
Barn, gave some interesting facts 
about the spread of this denomina- 
tion. During this sermon he said: 

“like the Lord of Glory, the 
United Brethren Church was actual- 
ly born in a stable. No one in the 


little city of Bethlehem thought of 
the Son of God being born in so 
lowly a place. So also no one pres- 
ent on that memorable day in 1767 
at the great meeting held in Isaac 
Long's barn, a few mile from Lan- 
caster, Pa., imagined that a great 
American denomination was to grow 
out of so humble and small a be- 
ginning. 

“And for nearly thirty ears after 
it, the leaders of the new movement 
for religious freedom, simplicity in 
worship, and experience in religion, 
never thought of organizing a separ- 
ate ecclessiagtic body. If German 
Reformed, Dutch Refarmed and 
Menonite churches had been as 
liberal and as wise as they are today, 
no separate organization would 
likely ever have been estabished. 

“On this occasion a great meet- 
ing was held in a barn, because no 
other building was large enough to 
accomodate the multitudes that 
flocked to hear the preachers who 
nad found the light, as they spoke 
of the new and deeper religious ex- 
perience which had become quite 
general among many in all denomi- 
nations. At this meeting Martin 
Boehm, a Menonite minister, preach- 
ed with such fervor and power that 
Dr. Philip Williams Otterbein, pas- 
tor of the German Reformed church 
in Lancaster:-city, who was present, 
arose at the conclusion of the sermon 
and, throwng his arms about his 
brother minister, cried out in Ger- 
man, Wir sind Brueder’ (We are 
brethren). : 

“From that day these leaders of 

opposing denominations were fast 
friends and worked together 
spread this new found experience 
far and wide among their German 
and Dutch-American friends. For 
this propaganda, Rev. Mr. Boehm 
was expelled from the © Menonite 
church, and Dr. Otterbein was 
threatened with the same treatment, 
which, however, was never carried 
out. 
“Being thus turned out of fellow- 
ship in the denominations to which 
they belonged, they continuetl, with 
their followers, to hold the revival 
meetings in which vast numbers 
were converted and unit with 
various churches, until at t. in 
1800 a conference was held at which 
time they saw the necessity of or- 
ganizing, in a very informal fashion. 
in order to more successfully and 
systematically look after the groups 
ot followers that had grown up in 
various parts of Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land and Virginia. . 

“From these small beginnings the 
church has grown until today it is 
rapidly approching the half million 
mark in church and Sunday-school 
membership. Church and parson- 
age property has reached a valua- 
tion of more than $16,000,000. Other 
millions have been invested in col- 
leges and schools in this and other 
countries. Missions are maintained 
in Africa, China, Japan, the Phili- 
pine Islands and Porto Rico, in 
which hundreds of missionaries, 
teachers and physicians are doing 
the foreign mission work of the de- 
nomination. There are about 4000 
churches and nearly 3000 ministers 
in the church. ; 

“The growth would have doubt- 
lens been much more rapid if it had 
not been for the radical stand, taken 
by the church in the early days, 
against slavery, intemperance in all 
its forms and against oath bound 
secret societies: and the further fact 
that for half a century their work 
was confined very largely to Ger- 
man people. 

“In benevolent homes the church 
has done a very notable work. The 
publishing plant at Dayton, O, be- 
longs to the denomination and owns 
property worth more than $500,000, 

“We have great reason te 


thankful to our Heavenly Father for 
the blessings of the past and take 


Christ to the last soul that lives on 
God's earth. 

“We are looking ferward expett- 
antly to the possible union of all 


faith and polity, and who knows but 
the final organic union of all 
Protestantism in the glorious fulfill- 
ment of our Lord's prayer ‘that they 
all might be one.“

A new and fascinating chapter is be 
ing written in the history of western mines. 
While the progress and achievement 
mark the annals of California and the 
neighboring States are colored throughout 
by the glamor of mineral wealth, the facts 
of today are clothed with interest as com- 
Pelling as the most virile romance of past 
years. Operations of tremendous tmpor 
tance to the world and to the West in par- 
ticular are going forward with picturesque 
swiftness wherever the ore veins lead. 
Much of what is being done there is told 
in The Times today. 

A combination of unique causes having 
largely to do with the present madness in 
Eurepe has set industry humming as never 
before in the mineralized regions. Yet the 
stage for this drama,was set in dead geo- 
logic ages by the hand of nature, and at 
intervals in the past, as now, it has needed 
only the prompting of circumstance to set 
the human actors in motion. 

When placer gold was panned below Sut- 
ter’s mill in 48 one of history’s most color- 
ful episodes was ushered in. A great com- 
monwealth was born; the world’s available 
riches were largely increased; ocean trans- 
portation, through the stimulus of competi- 
tion for the new-born traffic, reached the 
acme attained in the sailing-vessel era; 
trade was recast; the frontiers of civiliza- 
tion were pushed forward with amazing 
swiftness. California became the synonym 
for gold and adventure. 

But many of the miners soon abandoned 
the pan for the plowshare. The State's 
Other vast resources were seen and devel- 
oped. The day of the rich placer was past 
and capital became a hecessity in mining. 
Yet the lure of the mines stayed on. The 
romance is always there, whether repre- 
sented by the lonely desert prospector, ac 
companied by a burro and enduring hope. 
or by Nevada's silver, that electrified San 
Francisco and thé Coast when the gold ex- 
citement was „ or the opening of the 
State’s great oll 8s, or by today’s rush 
for copper, zinc, lead, platinum, palladium 


and tungsten. 

The present activity is marked by its 
foundation of stability. This element has 
become increasingly apparent from the day 
of the Roaring Camp miner, with a pick 
and a pan for capital. His successor is a 
giant dredge that scoops the earth about 
gold-bearing streams to bedrock, and that 
last year did a huge part in making Califor- 
nia’s output of yellow metal the largest, 
with one exception, since very early days. 
Mining is business, in a big sense, and 
never before has development been pur- 
sued so consistently along the lines of 
hard-headed business sense. 

An interesting result of this spirit is ap- 
parent in the camps of the Southwest to- 
day. The old-timers, familiar with rush 
fields of past years, find the change star- 
tling. The present camps are raw and 
young and seething, and growing like musb- 
rooms. Yet the rowdy accompaniments of 
mine excitement are not there. The people 
are orderly, busy, businesslike. And the 
business houses and civic improvements of 
older-established communities follow right 
on the heels of the leaders of the rush. 
Science, industry and experience have 
taken the game-of-chance spirit from the 
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utional convention at Quere-

Not a gun has been fired on either side in 
behalf of human freedom or popular rights. 
Not a sword has been unsheathed in a 
frenzy of religious enthusiasm. No im- 
pulse of patriotism on behalf of an en- 
dangered fatherland has quickened the 
heart throbs of those who were slain by the 
bullets or asphyxiated by the poisonous 
gases of the enemy. Courage and endur- 
ance have indeed been displayed by the sol- 
diers on both sides, but it has been the 
ferocious courage and relentless purpose of 
two wild beasts fighting for the posses- 
sion of a female of their species. 

Science has been debauched to the con- 
quest of the deeps of ocean and the heights 
of air, not to benefit, but to destroy man- 
kind.

side. What would be the gain to France of 
a return of Alsace and Lorraine, which in 
thirty-five years have become thoroughly 
Gérmanized in occupation, in laws, in lan- 
guage and in feeling? What would be the 
benefit to England of exemption from suv 
marine attacks upon her commerce, a large 
portion of which will have been during the 
war transferred to neutral nations? 

Russia would be the only gainer if she 
could by a peace treaty obtain possession 
of Constantinople and European Turkey; 
but it may be premised that Turkey would 
never consent to such a treaty. She would 
fight Russia single-handed and alone, and 
history has demonstrated that the Turk as 
a fighter is not to be despised. 

In 1802 England, allied with Russia, sent 
a fleet through the Dardanelles to capture 
Constantinople, but the French Ambassa- 
dor, Gen. Sebastiani, taugit the Turks how 
to fortify their capital and the allied fleets 
retired. 

For the succeeding half-century Turkey 
was torn by internal dissensions in which 
intervention, sometimes by Russia, some- 
times by France and sometimes by Eng- 
land, was invoked with greater or less suc- 
cess, but in none of them was foreign pos- 
session of Constantinople threatened. 

In 1855 England and France allied them- 
selves with Turkey to resist Russian ag- 
gression, and again the designs of Russia 
to capture Constantinople were baffled. In 
1877 Russia declared war against. Turkey, 
and, after the capture of Plevna, marched 
on Constantinople. The Balkans were 
passed in midwinter; Adrianople was oe 
cupiled; and the Turkish armies were cap- 
tured or annihilated. The Russians pressed 
forward to the very suburbs of Constanti- 
nople; but in the meantime Great Britain, 
under the Ministry of Lord Beaconsfield, 
had stated that England would not ac 
quiesce in any prolonged occupation of Con- 
stantinople by Russian troops. The treaty 
of San Stefano followed, and although by 
that treaty Russia gained many advan- 
tages, the acquisition of Constantinople 
was not included. 

And, in the opinion of The Times, it 18 
not likely that it will be included in any 
treaty of peace which may now be made 
between the Allies and the Central Pow- 
ers, for the simple reason that either Eng- 
land or France would prefer to have Tur- 
key retain Constantinople rather than to 
allow it, with the whole of Turkey in Ru- 
rope, to be added to the dominions of the 
Czar, and if all the powers should agree to 
Constantinople becoming a Russian city 
it would be necessary for Russia to ex- 
terminate 10,000, Turks living in 138. 
570 square miles of territory in Southeast- 


ern Europe.

The war was instigated by the ruling class, 
the monarchs and nobles and generals of 
Germany and Russia and Britain. They sub- 
orned the common peoples with lies, with 
sophistries, with crue! deceits and slanders, 
to fight for secret objects with which they 
had no sympathy. The whole guilt of this 
horrible war rests upon the ambitious, edu- 
cated, plotting political leaders of the na- 
tions engaged in it. They have shed an 
ocean of blood. They have filled a conti- 
nent with millions of widows and orphans. 
They have desolated Burope. They have 
poured poverty through®all her towns and 
cities. They have placed an Atlas load of 
debt on the shoulders of unborn genera- 
tions.

He was an Italian 
and of late he has come to be known 
as the “Doc” Cook of his period. He 
is sometimes described as a faker. 
And it is a pity that his name should 
have come to be applied to this great 
republic of ours; and more's the pity 
that the people of Argentine and 
Brazil and other states to the south 
of us should be jealous of us that 
we use his name as if it were our own 
persona! property and that we should 
insinuate that they, the Argentinians 
and the Brazilians and the Chileans 
and the Peruvians and all the rest 
have no right to use the name. 

Vespucci is alleged to have made 
A voyage across the Atlantic and to 
have discovered a harbor at a place 
somewhere in the country which is 
now called British Columbia. 

“If his accounts are trustworthy,” 
says the Encylcopaedia Britannica. 

But why say any more? There is 
a grave doubt that Amerigo Vespuc- 
ci was an honest man. And it is 
rather unfortunate, to say the least, 
that the name of a man whose 
honesty and trustworthi are 
called into question should tick to 
a country like ours. 

It pays to advertise. And Amerigo 
Vespucci did some tall advertising 
in his day. He called the country 
he thought he had discovered after 
himself and everybody has been fol- 
lowing suit these last four or five 
hundred years. He wrote a book 
about it and the book was as popu- 
lar in his day as some of Harold 
Wright's novels about Califor- 


It would be much better if we 
called our country Columbia in honor 
of Christopher Columbus; for al- 
though Christopher Columbus may 
not have discovered our 
he showed the way to it. 

To call our country America after 
Amerigo Vespucci is one and the 
same as to call the North Pole 
“Cook's Inlet” in honor of the Brook- 
lyn navigator. 

It is to follies like this that man ts 
wont to lend himself. 

But in an age in which science is 
so exact and in which so many ex- 
actions are made on us (and the rail- 
ways) by the law and the legisia- 
tures, it is high time we became more 
exact in our nomenclature. And it 
is high time to revive the movement 
started during the Chicago world's 
fair to call our country Columbia in- 
stead of America. 

Let the Argentinians and the Chil- 
eans have the name [ff they want it. 

Behold the confusion when one 
proclaims: “I am an American.” 

The Herodotus of two or three 
thousand years hence will not know 
if the proclaimer is a Patagonian or a 
Canuck from Canada; for they all 
alike lay claim to the name America. 
The name probably has more claim- 
ants than any other name in the 
world and more persons are proud of 
that name than of any other name in 
any address book on the face of the 
globe. Yet it is s name that recalls 
a faker and a four-flusher; a man 
whose accounts are not regarded as 
entirely trustworthy by the encyclo 
paedists who are always entitled to 
respect, . 

We are all apt to become 


careless | 
with our parts of speech and with 


our names. Also with our dress and 
our table manners. But let us brace 
up: let us sit in the street cars like 
American citizens squarely on the 
seat; with our feet squarely on the 
floor and not extended across the 
aisles and the exits and the en- 
trances as so many Americans are 
prone to do. 

In a name are letters; in letters 
are lines; a line is length and length 
is a “think” and not a thing.
